The annual business meeting of the State 
Board of Agriculture, was held at the office 
of the Secretary at the State House, last 
week, beginning at 12 o'clock on Monday, 
Jan. 30th. In the abserce of His Excellen- 
ey the Governor, who is chairman of the 
Board, it is customary to choose a chairman 
for each day. Hon. Marshall P. Wilder 
was acording'y requested to preside on the 
fiest dey. 

The early part of the session was mostly 
occupied in listening to reports of delegates 
to the county agricultural societies, which 
from their nature possess chiefly a local in- 
terest. Committees were appointed to con- 
sider and report a list of subjeots for inves- 
tigation during the ensuing year and to re- 
port updn the time and place of holding the

COWS IN THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


The following deszription of the mode of 
pasturing and milking cows in the islands 
from which the celebrated Alderney cattle 
are exported will prove interesting : 

The care of the cows and dairy devolves 
entirely on the female members of the fami- 
ly, whilst the farmer attends to the growing 
crops, or busies himself in the other duties 
of his little farm. 

The cows are tethered with a rope passing 
round the base of the horns, with a chain 
and swivel attached, and are fastened to 
pegs driven in the ground; they are moved 
to fresh grass two or three times daily. 
Should they be pastured in the orchards, an 
additional] rope passes from the halter to 
each fore leg, and thus tied down, they are 
prevented from regaling themselves with the 
tempting apples which load the low hanging 
boughs, under which they graze. 

The method of milking the cows is some- 
what peculiar, the milking and straining the 
milk being done at one operation; the milk- 
maid with her tin pail, linen strainer, and 
sea-shell proceeds to the pasture; seating 
herself beside Ler cow, she soon completes 
her arrangements; the linen strainer is se- 
curely tied over the narrow-mouthed tin 
bucket, and placing the large shallow shell 
on the strainer, with vigorous hands she di- 
rects the milky streams into the shell; 
quickly overflowing the shallow brim, the 
milk passes through the strainer into the re- 
ceptacie beneath. ‘This primitive method 
has been in vogue for more than @ century; 
they claim for it the merit of per‘ect cleanii- 
ness. : 

Whilst overlooking the operation, I could 
understand the use of tLe strai er clear! 
enough, but the employment of the she 
rather puzsied me, until the milk-maid in- 
‘ormed me that it was to prevent the streams 
of milk wearing a hole in the strainer; this 
solved the mystery.

HORSE BREEDING. 


We would impress on our readers the ne- 
vessity of forming a pure race, not taking 
any animals at haphazard, just as they may 
come, but steadily holding on to a certain 
thing, and then going on from good to bet- 
ter. Large breeders can afford to Ferp stal- 
ions, but the smal! farmer must depend on 
the taste and jud:ment of his wealthier 
neighbor. In this country, where all is left 
to private speculation and enterprise, the 
lucky man gets on at the cost of his less for- 
tunate friend. It is otherwise in Europe. 

In England there are fitty if not one hun- 
lred excellent sires for every one that there 
are in the United States. ‘then English no- 
‘lemen let their stallions on easy terms to 
their tenants; and not only do they do so, 
but they give large prizes for the produce of 
these same stallions. Then the Goons ine 
iarge breeder of first class horses, and Her 
isjesty patronises the bréeding of high 
bred horses most generously. 

In France the Government has established 
haras or breeding studs,-and since their es- 
tablishment horse flesh in France has im- 
proved rapidiy. In Italy, King Victor 
Emanuel has spent thousands of pounds on 
nis favorite theory, that is, on the importa- 
ion into the country of Arab stallions, and 
Irish mares, and His Majesty has done 
much for his beloved country. Already 
[talian horses are coming to the front. 

In the course of one year the Emperor 
Louis Napoleon purchased three thousand 
mares in Ireland and shipped them for 
France, where they were immediately distri- 
buted amongst the different Government 
haras, and it is mainly owing to this whole- 
sale proceeding that France now begins to 
improve in this branch of agriculture. The 
breeding of geod horses is such an import- 
ant matter in all countries that it ought to 
be a subject of legislation. 
The horses of this country, in the aggre- 
gate, strike the newly arrived European as 
poor spir'tless animals, overtasked and un- 
derfed. Those that pretend to some bluod 
are either coarse, lengthy animals, or light, 
weedy ones, ‘There are here few, indeed, of 
the stout, short backed, low, clean bred hor- 
ses peculiar to the British Isles, and inv. lu- 
able as saddle and harness horses. 
Here speed alone, and not speed and en- 
durance, is the desideratum. A horse that 
goes like the wind for a mile is just good for 
that mile and no more. Of what avail, then, 
is his speed? He can carry no weight; he 
only serves to demoralize his master, who 
bets and wins to bet again and lose, until he 
either sees the folly of his oourse, or until 
he goes out with a burst-up, laughed at by 
some and pitied by others.—N. Y, Times. 
ALSIKE CLOVER. 
The Canada Farmer says that Alsike 
clover is better than the common red clover 
in the following particulars :—‘ It makes 
finer and bet'er hay, for the stalks are not 
so thick and woody as those of ed clover. It 
yields about one-third more seed, and, when 
threshed, the hay makes excellent feed for 
calves and sheep.” ‘This may be true con- 
cerning it, for the moister and cooler climate 
about the great lakes; but we doubt if it 
will prove equally profitable in the Middle 
and Southern States, where these condi- 
tions of climate do not obtain. It will do 
no harm to try it.

THE BEST BREED OF HOGS. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

We often see the inquiry, “ which is the 
best breed of hogs?” I herein give my ex- 
periencejwith two of the most popular breeds 
in this Province and in the United Stater, 
namely; “ Berkshires” and the “ White 
Chesters.” 

I selected two likely barrow pigs, four 
weeks old, from each of these breeds, and 
both bred from imported stock ; the White 
Chester from, Chester County, Penn., and 
the Berkshires from, England ; that is to say, 
both lots were good thoroughbred barrow 
pigs, four weeks old, of supposed good 
and purity of bieed. 

The two lots were fed separately with the 
same food, new milk at first gradually mixed 
with buckwheat meal scalded, and boiled 
potatoes ; drcpping the potatoes as the time 
of killing neared, when for a few weeks 
they were fed entirely on cooked buck- 
wheat meal (the hull shaken off.)

into biscuits by a machine. Look round the 
room in which you sit. If modern, probably 
the bricks in its walls were machine made ; 
by machinery the floor was sawn and pianed, 
the mantel shelf sawn and polished, the 
paper hangings made and printed ; the veneer 
on the table, the turned legs on the chairs, 
the carpets, the curtains, are al) products of 
machinery. And your clothing—plain, fig- 
ured, or printed—is it not wholly woven—nay, 
| perhaps, even sewed, by machinery? And 
the volume you are reading, are not its leaves 
fabricated by one machine, and covered with 
these words by another ?
